NEW YORK, July 28.—The commis- 
sion appointed by the President some 
time ago to examine into affairs in the 
customhouse at this port has completed 
its labor and it is said a report will be 
made to the Secretary of the Treasury.

TWELVE CONVICTS 
STILL UNCAPTURED. 


Sheriffs of Three Counties anda Militia 
Company “Pursuing. 


Reputed Leader of Gang Deserts the Others— Serious 
Character of the Fight at Pilot Hill—Prison Offers 
Taken Captive by the Escaping Desperadoes Given Their 
Freedom— Story of Guard Klenzendorf.

LACERVILLE, July 28.—Of the thirteen con- 

victs who escaped from the State penitentiary 

at Foleom yesterday, twelve are still at large. Joc 

Murphy, who was serving a 14-year sentence for 
robbery, was shot dead last night at Pilot Hill. 

R. M. Gordon, the reputed leader of the gang, 
who bad been sentenced to 45 years for robbery, 
deserted his follewers soon after they left the 
prison. He is heavily armed, and it ie not known 

’ which direction he sought. 

A negro convict named Davis, who was re- 
ported wounded in the first encounter with the 
officers, appeared not to have been injured. 

The eleven outlaws who remain together are 
making forthe Sierra Nevada mountains. 
are closely pursued by the sheriffs of Sacramento, 
El Dorad« and Placer counties, each backed by 
numerous deputies and assisted by a company of 
militia.

The fight at Pilot Hill last night be- 
tween the convicts and their pursuers 
seems te have been a more serious af- 
fair than at first reported. After they 
had looted a provision store at Pilot 
Hill, they were practically surrounded 
by the sheriffs of Sacramento and 
Placer counties, each commanding a 
stronge posse. All four horses on the 
convicts’ wagon were shot, and one of 
the criminals was killed outright. Then 
the outlaws raised a white flag and 
marched up the road, with the guards 
and others whom tney had captured on 
each side of them. A general volley 
was not ordered, as it might have killed 
several innocent men. In this deliber- 
ate manner the second escape was 
made. Now that the captives have 
been freed, the pursuing officers have 
been instructed to shoot the convicts on 
sight, and their death or capture in the 
near future is expected. 

SEEN ON GREENWOOD CREEK. 
[RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 
PLACERVILLE, July 28.—A report 
was received here this evening to the 
effect that eight convicts were seen 
making their way northward along 
Greenwood Creek, toward the town. of 
Greenwood, where it is probable that a 
raid will be made by the fugitives to- 
night, as it is known that they are very 
short of provisions. Guard McDonald 
of Folsom, who is in this vicinity with 
eleven other guards from the peniten- 
tiary, is of the opinion that the es- 
caped prisoners are trying to get into 
the country north of Greenwood, some 
sections of which are admirably suited 

for hiding and defense purposes. 

Posses are now in pursuit of the men, 
and the residents of Greenwood have 
been warned of the direction taken by 
the convicts. It is reported from there 
that a defense party will be organized 
at once to protect the town from the 


onslaught of the escapes. Owing to the 


nature of the country in the vicinity of 
Greenwood and along the creek, accu- 
rate reports of the doings of the party 
of convicts are unobtainable. 


GUARD KLENZENDORF’S STORY. 


TRAVELS OF THE FUGITIVES. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—-P.M.) 

FOLSOM, July 28.—John Klenzen- 
dorf, a guard captured by the convicts 
at Folsom, says his feelings were in- 
describable when he saw his wife and 
children on the porch of his home as 
he was rushed by. He never expected 
to see them again. At the crossing of 
the Mormon Island bridge, the con- 
victs threw into the river several guns 
and pistols. There the shots were 
heard and the whistle of the bullets 
that Guard Ryan fired. There was 
commotion then. He thought to es- 
cape, but was watched too closely. 
Here Convict Gordon was found to be 
missing, which made the desperadoes 
very angry, as he had clearly deserted. 
and they declared their intention to 
kill him on sight. 

At Mrs. Norris's place, food and 
clothing were taken and paid for by the 
convicts with money taken from the 
guards. There the captives were forced 
to leave the convict garbs they had 
been compelled te wear and to agsume

At Pilot Hill the party 
was taken into a store and tobacco and 
provisions were taken, and the convicts 
decided to wait for the stage. 
took dinner at the hotel, all hands tak- 
ing turn about at the table.” 

Klenzendorf said 
about 5 o'clock. The driver was asked 
if any men were coming behind, but he 
reported none. The same information 
was obtained from a woman and a man 
traveling from the opposite direction. 
This gave the convicts encouragement, 
and they promised soon to free their 
captives. The party moved on a short 
distance from the store, 
denly a posse off to the right, and un- 
seen, began to fire.

day. They state that the convicts ar- 


rived at Diehl’s store at Pilot Hill at 


about 3 o'clock; there being eleven con- 
victs. The Auburn mail came and 
went. The Sheriff of Sacramento county 
with six men and seventeen guards 
from Folsom prison, had been in close 
pursuit, and joined forces at Pilot Hill 
with Sheriff Kenna of Placer county, 
who had eight deputies with him. 

At 5 o'clock the store was surrounded, 


or rather, covered, by the Sheriff's 
posse, which was divided into two 


parts, one posse commanded by Sher- 
iff Kenna and the other by Deputy 
Sheriff Taylor. The convicts proceeded 
to get into their wagon, and when 
they had started Sheriff Kenna ordered 
his men to shoot to drop a horse, Af- 


ter exchanging in all about seventy or 


eighty shots on both sides, a horse 
droppe’, penetrated by six bullets, the 
other three horses being wounded. One 


convict dropped dead. His name was 


first reported as Fred Howard, but it 
is now claimed by the prison officers 
that his name is J. J. Allison. When 
Allison had falen the convicts raised a 
white flag, and firing thereupon was 
stopped. Then they got out of the 
wagon and marched up the Coloma 
road four abreast, the convicts in the 
middle and the free men of the guard 
and citizens whom they had captured 
on the outside, the white flag being 
still waved as they walked in. All the 
Sheriff's men stood without shooting 
then, for they feared if they shot they 
would kill other than the convicts. 
A general volley would have kiled 
every man in the party. 
After coming down the road a dis- 
tance they climbed a high point and 
took a southerly direction, apparently 
straight for the north fork of the 
American River. The Sheriff's men 
then returned and went into camp at 
Pilot Hill about 8 o'clock, and from 
that time ufti! 2 o’clock a.m., when Co. 
H, commanded by Capt. Swisiler, and 
additional guards from Folsom prison, 
arrived, and these numbers were in- 
creased by ex-Sheriff Conroy of Placer 
county, and four others. A. 8. Bos- 
quit, Sheriff of Eldorado county, ar- 
rived from Salmon Falls with his depu- 
ties a few minutes after the at 
Pilot Hill, and, being Sheriff of the 
county, assumed command. Camp was 
broken up at 4:30 o'clock this morning. 
Five picked men were sent out ahead 
as pickets on the trafl, with a squad 
of militia of the guards. Sherif! Bos- 
quit and his deputies, togethér with 
Sheriff Kenna and deputies of cer 
county, and ex-Sheriff Conroy, making 
sixteen in all, took the road via Lotus 
and proceeded south along the vafion 
in the direction of the railroad. Think- 
ing it the intention of the convicts to 
make for the railroad, the prison 
guards andCompany H were ordered to 
come across the country direct from 
Pilot Hill and meet Sheriff Bosquit and 
his party south of Lotus, the entire 
searching party comprising more than 
one hundred men. Al! the cross-roads 
are being guarded. With Sheriff Bos- 
quit are Deputy Gillis Cook, a good 
tifle shot; John A. Spencer, who for- 
merly was one of the Folsom officials; 
William Krumpe of Placerville, Frank 
Dependener/ who served twelve years 
as deputy under ex-Sheriff Conroy of 
l'lacer and has been in many gun 
fights in the discharge of his duty: 
Lee Cone and Deputy Sheriff J.. H. 
Leake of Placer county, who served 
five years as guard at San Quentin 
and since holding that office has cap- 
tured more than one outlaw. The en- 
tire party is composed of picked men. 
The Placer county deputies state 


that it was their shot that brought Al- ‘ 


lison low. According to Sheriff Bos- 
quit, the convict party consisted this 
morning of eleven convicts and seven 
other men, five of whom were captured 
guards, the remaining two being Fos- 


‘ter, who had his wagon taken from 
him, and a Swiss. The convicts have | 


been tracked from Pilot Hill down to 
the river near Bassis and Gurley’s 
places, south of Lotus. It is reported 
that they have released the seven cap- 
tured men, so the entire party now is 
composed of eleven men.

INSPECTION OF FOODS. | 


Chief Wiley of Bureau of Cremistry 

Finds Only One Cargo of Spices that 

Will Need Examination. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Yuly 2%.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Dr. H. : Wiley, chief of 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, returned to. 
Washington today from the State Food 
Commissioners’ Convention in St. Paul 
Dr. Wiley found about twenty invoices 
of cargoes of food to come to this 
country from. Europe, which had been 
transmitted to him by United States 
consuls abroad in carrying out the pro- 
visions of the new law regulating the 
importation of foreign food and drink 
products. 

After examining each invgjce, Dr. 
Wiley stated that only one cargo would 
be examined, namely, a cargo of spices 
which is to leave England in thé near 
future. Another invoice was for a 
cargo of spices consigned to Honolulu, 
and this also would have been in- 
spected had the department possessed 
proper machinery for carrying out the 
work in the Hawaiiag Islands. 

Dr. Wiley intimated that he did not 
expect trouble with more than one . 
cargo in twenty or thirty. The only 
shipment from Germany which has. 
been invoiced to the department is 120 
barrels of beer from Bavaria. WNo 
trouble has been found with Bavarian 
beer, which has been looked into fully 
by the experts of the department, and 
no samples of this cargo will be ex- 
amined. 

Receipts of invoices by fast steamers 
indicates that there is to be absolutely 
no trouble in carrying out the new law, 
as ample time is ziven for dep: rtment 
officials to make up their minds re- 
garding the necessity of taking sam- 
pies on the arrival of the shipments

WASHINGTON, July 28.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) In spite of all doubts to 
the contrary, the United States, within 
a few weeks will complete its diplo- 
matic victory in Manchuria, and this 
country will have more than two open 
porte In that great country in North- 
ern China, which has recently fallen 
ander Russian domination. Coincident 
with this, it is becoming pretty well 
understood in Washington that war 
between Russia and Japan over the 
Manchurtan and Korean affairs is im- 
minent. In fact, today there was in 
the State Department and throughout 
diplomatic circles in Washington, a 
distinct feeling that war between these 
two nations cannot be much further 
delayed. 

It was agreed here today that war 
between Russia and Japan would not 
affect American interests in China 
proper. or in that part of China which 
has become Russian territory and 
which is known by the name of Man- 
echuria. Befcre September 1, if every- 
thing goes well, a treaty will have been 
concluded between the United States 
and China granting several open ports 
im Manchuria, and that treaty will be 
approved by Russia. When that has

MASSES FOR 
SOUL OF LEO. 


Splendid Services in Sistine 
Chapel at Rome. 

Nothing Like it Since the Death 
of Pope 1X. 


Impressive Services at Paris and 
‘Baliimore—Amzrican Diplo- 
mats at Brompion Oratory. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.]} 


ROME, July 28.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The first of three great requiem 
masses under the auspices of the Sacred 
College for the repose of the soul of 
Pope Leo was celebrated this morning 
in the Bistine Chapel. All the cardi- 
nals now in Rome, the diplomatic 
corps, Roman nobility and many other 
distinguished persons were present. 
No such mass had been said in Rome 
since the death of Pius IX. 

In the Sistine Chapel stood a huge 
white catafalque, ten feet high, and on 
it, on two cushions, rested a triple 
crown of gold, shining brightly in the 


falque completely hid the altar. Flank- 
ing the catafalque sat all the cardinals 
of the Sacred College. They wore scar- 
let caps. At their feet, on stools, were 
the conclavists, or secretaries, in violet. 
In the narrow aisle behind the arch- 
bishops, patriarchs, monseigneurs and 
monks knelt or stood in picturesque 
confusion. 

At the four corners of the catafalque 
burned candles ten feet high. Beside 
these stood Noble Guards, motionless, 
with drawn swords. Other Noble 
Guards were placed at the entrance. 
Immediately beyond, in reserved places, 
were all the diplomats. The intermin- 
gied uniforms of France, Russia, Prus- 
sia, Austria, Spain, Portugal, Brazil, 
Chile, Colombia, Guatemala and Bavaria 
formed a vivid contrast with the simple 
evening dress of the Roman princes and 
crepe veils and black dresses of prin- 
cesses who sat directly across the aisle. 
In addition, two galleries had been 
erected. In the gallery on the left were 
about a hundred ladies, all in deep 
black. In the right gallery were the 
special missions, among them being 
Sir Thomas Esmonde and Capt. Done- 
lan, representing the Irish Parllament. 
Beneath the galieries, the priests and 
laymen who had been fortunate enough 
to secure tickets, but who were not dis- 
tinguished enough for special places, 
were packed in dim seclusion. Swiss 
and noble guards, chamberlains: and 
other Vatican officials lined the aisles. 
Michael Angelo's frescoes on ceiling 
and walls seemed merely faint refiec- 
tions of the brilliant maze of color that 
stretched below from door to altar. 

The Abbe Perosi, Italy's famous ora- 
torio composer, waved his baton and 
the silence was broken with the notes 
of the “Dies Irae.’ Those who know 
the Vatican well say the matchiess 
Sistine choir never sang as it did to- 
day. Through the historic chapel! the 
voices of boys and men rose and fell 
and swelled triumphantly, as if with 
songs of Paradise, the voices dying al- 
most to a whisper at the mention of 
death. The cardinals sat spelibound at 
this perfection of “Gregorian” chant. 
Not a note of instrumente! music was 
heard throughout the mass. 

At the altar, Cardinal Serafino Van 


(| nutelli was assisted by Cardinals Agli- 


ardi, Vincenzo Vannutelli, Satolli and 
Richards, wearing white mitres and 
glistening vestments. Satolli, always 
erect and swarthy, looked doubly so 
beside the feeble frame and snow- 
white head of the aged Cardinal Rich- 
ards, Archbishop of Paris. As the fifty 
cardinals and fifty conclavists gath- 
ered around the catafalque and alter- 
nately knelt and rose their move- 
ments resembled an amazing kaleido- 
scope of crimson and violet, with col- 
ors so bright as to be almost trying to 
the eyes. 

Then came the singing of the Sanc- 
tus, modulated almost into a whieper. 
All present knelt as the choir ceased 
intoning its grand chant. and the dead 
silence of the vonsecration which fol- 
lowed was suddenly broken by the 
clash of arms as the Noble Guards pre- 
sented swords. Then there was an- 
other clatter of arms as the soldiers’ 
scabbards clashed on the marble floor- 
ing when they dropped on one knee, 
lowered their swords and brought their 
left hands to their helmets in salutes. 
In clouds, incense rose from the cen- 
sers until Michael Angelo's famous 
“Last Judgment" was almost hidden 
from view. Suddenly, the sharp tink- 
ling of a bell rang through the edi- 
fice and told the worshipers that the 
host had been elevated. 

At the conclusion of the mass, the 
choir again burst out into song, and 
Cardinal Serafino Vannutelll, preceded 
by the cross-bearer, passed solemnly 
around the catafalque, after sprinkling 
it with holy water. The other cardi- 
nals followed in turn, and the cere. 
mony was concluded with the chanting 
of the wremus. It was after midday 
when Cardinal Vannutelli pronounced 
the final absolution. Cardinal Gibbons 
had no part in the celebration of mass. 
He sat beside Cardinal’ Martinelli, 
among the extraordinary array of car- 
dinals;ainong whom Cardinal Gott!, 
who, instead of a scarlet cape, wore the 
white mantle of the Carmelite Order, 
was one of the most prominent. 

Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the Sacred 
College, sat at the head of the left row 
of cardinals, near the altar stens. It 
was noticed that he walked with aa 


dinal Rampolla, one of the handsomest 
of these princes of the church, walked 
with a set face and with his head held 
down. The clear, strong voice with 
which Cardinal Vannutelli chanted the 
mass created no little admiration. 

During the ceremony, one of the No- 
ble-Guards on duty beside the cata- 
falque was overcome by the heat and 
had to be led out. Another gua 
instantly took his place.

gards as its “rights,” regardless of the 
rights of the people, or maybe to aid 
in securing for the company further 
privileges. 

There is, I am aware, another possi- 
ble construction to be put upon this 
tender of a pass, and that is that if the 
pass be not given, then, in my official 
acts in matters. affecting the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railway Company the *om- 
pany assumes that I will be guided, 
not by a determination to deal justly, 
both with the American people and 
your company, but 80 to act as to har- 
ass and annoy, if not cause it pecuni- 
ary loss. : 

I am no more disposed to accept this 
as an excuse for the company’s action 
than to believe that it is assumed that 
the pass would induce me to look with 
lenient eye on legislation designed to 
confer extensions of its existing privi-

FRANKLIN’ HEYWOOD COMMITS 
SUICIDE WITH GAS. 


Temporary Insanity Probable Cause 
of Strange Deed—Was Wealthy and 
“Apparently in Good Health—Capital- 
ist, Lumber Merchant and Prominent 
Mason. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—Frank- 
lin Heywood, capitalist, lumber mer- 
chant, prominent Mason and one of 
the best known men in the city, com- 
mitted suicide today at his residence, 
1490 Hayes street, by inhaling gas. 
His liféless body was found with a 
rubber tube extending from the chan- 
delier above and one ena clenched be- 
tween his teeth. 

The suicide is attributed to tempor- 
ary insanity. For several days Hey- 
wood showed signs of failing intel- 
lect. He forgot his home address one 
night last week and was found wan- 
dering aimlessiy about the _ streets. 
On another occasion he forgot the 
number of the offices of the Gualala 
Mill Company, of which corporation 
he was the president. 

Yesterday he anneared to be in ex- 
cellent health and spirits and last even- 
ing he spent several hours at the 
home of his sister, Mrs. C. M. Hunt. 

‘He was a manoflarge means and 
the company with which he Was iden- 
tifled is one of the largest lumber cor- 
porations on the Coast. He was 66 
years old and a native of Maine. 


WRECK OF CARRIER DOVE. 
MISHAP IN THE ORIENT.

VICTORIA (B. July 28.—Detalis 
were received by the steamer Tesa 
Maru, which has arrived, regarding 
the wreck of the American four-masted 


schooner Carrier Dove. The schooner

National Committees of Two Factions 
to Meet Today and Ratify Action. 


Address to Public Inviting All Politi- 
cal Reformers to Come in.

DENVER (Colo.) July 28.—The con- 
ference of Populists which has been in 
session for two days adjourned sine die 
tonight. The Resolutions Committee 
reported an address to the public which 
was adopted, declaring that all differ- 
ences between the two factions of the 
party have been settled. It is expected 
that the two national committees which 
meet here tomorrow’ will ratify this 
action. The committee appointed to 
select the members of a committee of 
one from each State organization to 
work in connection with the National 
Committee was unable to complete its 
work, and it was, by resolution, empow- 
ered to complete the committee at its 
leisure. The men to whom this impor- 
tant work is delegated are J. A. Ed- 
gerton of Colorado, Milton Park of 
Texas,.J. H. Caiderhead of Montana 
and C. D. Defrance of Nebraska. They 
are to be members of the larger com- 
mittee when it is com ed.

TRANSFER OF STOCK: 


Decision in a Complicated Case In- 
volving a Million and a Half of Dol- 
lars.

BINGHAMPTON (N. Y.) July 28.—A 
decision has been handed down by 
Judge Ray in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court involving $1,g00,000. 

Jacob Edwards, one of the principal 
stockholders of the Bay State Gas 
Company of Delaware, brought an ac- 
tion against the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany of New York and the Bay State 
Gas Company of Delaware to set aside 
an agreement between the defendants 
and others, through which, it is al- 
leged, capital stock of the Bay State 
Gas Company of Massachusetts was 
illegally transferred, through mistake, 
to the Mercantile Trust Company of 
New York, when it was intended and 
should have been transferred to the 
Bay State Company of Delaware.

RESCUED FROM DEATH. 


Seven Persons Teken from a Burn- 
ing Tenement House at Harlem—Po- 


licemen Save the Panic. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS~-A.M.} 

NEW YORK, July 28.—Seven per- 
sons were rescued from death in a 
tenement-house fire in Harlem early 
today.

CONVICT CASEY’S GOOD WORK. 
SHUT FIVE HUNDRED IN. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M } 

SACRAMENTO, July 28.—The action 
of Convict Joseph Casey, who is sery- 
ing a life term, in shutting the inner 
gate when the break occurred, thus 
holding over five hundred men in con- 
finement and preventing their joining 
the leaders in the plot to escape, will 
undoubtedly bring its reward. This is 
the opinion of the minor officials and 
attachés at the prison. Casey has been 
an exemplary prisoner, and was en- 
trusted with the keys to the inner gate, 
through which all the convicts must 
pass in leaving the prison for their 
work. The outer gate is always in 
charge of a free man, and of late W. 
A. Chalmers has had the key to-+¢t. The 
prisoners are counted at the inner and 
outer gates as they file out and this 
count is checked off. 

As the prisoners were fassing out 
yesterday morning, Casey said he heard 
a scuffling beyond the outer gate, some 
thirty feet or more away, but could not 
see around the corner of the office of 


Captain of the Guard Murphy to de-. 


termine what it was. He kriew some- 
thing was wrong, and 
swung the massive steel door shut and 
shot the heavy bolts in place, confining 
over five hundred men in the prison 
building. 

The prison authorities have not de- 
termined how many men were con- 
cerned in the conspiracy, but it is pos- 
itive there were far more than is repre- 
sented by the number of escapes. Ca- 
sey’s loyalty to the prison staff will, it 
is thought, secure for him a parole, 
if not a pardon. 

OTHER TRUSTY TRUSTIES. 

All the trusties behaved splendidly 
and stood with the prison authorities. 
As has been stated, there were about 
three hundred and eighty men in the 
prison yard when the break occurred, 
but they, none of them, made any at- 
tempt to escape or assist the ringlead-

Except for the trusties, all the pris- 
oners remaining on the grounds were 
sent back to quarters, within a very 
short time after the break. They went 
quietly, and caused no trouble what- 
ever. The trusties discussed the break 
among themselves, and at the dinner 
table all the convicts, sore of them 
equally as desperate as any who es- 
caped, talked about the happenings of 
the morning without restraint. 

It was remarked that in former ad- 
ministrations, notably that of the late 
Warden Charles Aull, the men would 
not have been permitted to make any 
reference to the occurrences of the 
morning. The trusties seemed to enjoy 
more privileges than are usually ac- 
corded them. 

It is more than probable that at a 
very early date the office of the cap- 
tain of the guard will be located away 
from the prisoners, as is the practice 
in other States. Capt. Murphy said 
yesterday that California is the only 
State in the J’nion he knows of that 


has the captain’s office situated as his | 


is. If the officers had been outside the 
prison yard, Murphy could have or- 
ganized the guard without delay, and 
in a short time had the conspiring 
convicts back in their cells without 
the loss of a guard or a free man, As it 
was, the man upon whom the guards 
at the guard posts depended for or- 
ders was a captive in the hands of the 
convicts, and he could only direct them 
not to fire for fear of free men being 
killed. The result was that by the 
time Murphy was released and had re- 
turned to the prison, the convicts had 
a good lead in their flight for freedom. 

HORRIBLE FOR WOMEN. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

SACRAMENTO, July 28.—The Bee 
says that one of the striking features 
of yesterday’s prison break was the be- 
havior of the women within the guard 
lines. Many of the officers and guards 
are men of families and occupy cot- 
tages on the hill at the entrance to the 
prison grounds. Miss Wilkinson, the 


, daughter of the warden, presides over 


his household, and she was the «)'ly 
woman in the bleak residence at the 
west end of the bleak stone prison., Her 
horror may be imagined when she was 
awakened at an early hour yesterday 
morning by loud raps 6n her door by 
the Japanese servant and the cries, “Oh, 
Miss Wilkinson, please get up; they 
are killing your father; they are cut- 
ting him to pieces down in the cap- 
tain’s office."” The state of mind of 
Miss Wilkinson, suddenly awakened, as 
she thus was, from a sound slumber, 
may be imagined. She was self-pos- 


_ sessed enough to direct the servant to 


go to the room of State Prison Director 

H. Wilkins, who was visiting the 
prison, and give him the alarm. Wiil- 
kins arose hastily, but before either he 
or Miss Wilkinson could reach the 
front of the stone residence, the bloody 
scene at the captain’s office had been 
enacted, and her father, with the cap- 
tain of the guard and other officers, 
flanked by armed convicts, was being 
marched across the dusty prison farm 
in the direction of Mormon Island 
bridge, over a mile away. 

The horror experienced by the help- 
less women as they either saw their 
fathers and husbands marched away 
by the frenzied convicts, or heard the 
wild shrieks of triumph of the escap- 
ing prisoners, may. be better imagined 
than described. Those were long mo- 
ments of suspense which followed. The 
women of the prison have learned one 
lesson, and that is that the vast num- 
ver of convicts there have learned to 
regard their official captors as their 


natural enemies. Too weil they know 


the savage character of the ringleaders 
of the conspirators, and their fears con- 
jured up scenes of torture and of 
death, in which their loved ones were 
the victims. 

It was only when Warden Wilkinson, 
about an hour later, reappeared at the 
prison hatiess and with clothing cut 
by the knife thrusts in the bloody office 
encounter, but with news of the pris- 
oners and their hostages, that the wom- 
en were reassured. But even then all 
the officers were not accounted for, and 
the day was one of terrible suspense, 
which only the return of the free men, 
all weary and some wounded besides, 
alleviated. 

Mrs. Frank Lockhart, wife of the 
lieutenant of the night watch, said to 
a Bee reporter: “I shall never forget 
the yelling of those men in the yard. 
I believe I shall hear it to my dying 
day. I looked down and saw my hus. 
band with his gun, but hé did not use it. 
I could not understand then why he did 
not shoot, but of course I know now. 
He is out with the posse now in pur- 
suit of the convicts, and I pray he will

One writer saw a 
vision of “a stately ciiy, with beautiful 
lawns and gardens, wide streets, church- 
es, a college and magnificent govern- 
ment offices”; a “handsome palace built 
of red brick, faced with stone”; a “‘rail- 
way running into the city,’ and “fast 
steamers plying on the Nile.” All this 
where there had been five years earlier 
“a reeking huddle of mud huts.” 

An unfortunate exile in the Soudan, 
who has been looking for this stately 


} city, says Khartoum is still no more 


than a big village; the palace and gov- 
ernment offices are nothing worth talk- 
ing about; the churches are non-exist- 
ent; the Gordon College, still quite in- 
complete, might pass for a red brick 
barn; there are no roads, except just 
around the palace; the railway is a 
narrowgauge track, on which a minia- 
ture engine draws the material for the 
new government buildings; the travel- 
er can only enter the stately city on 
his legs or on the back of a native don- 
kev: and the fast steamers plying on 
the Nile would not compete with the 
fleet of the late Thames Steamboat 
company. Khartoum, therefore, hardly 
seems to rival Paris, dr even London. 
at present—whatever it may do in time.

These large holdings within the last 


few years have been subdivided into 


ten and twenty-acre tracts, and thou- 
sands of acres sold to actual! settlers 
from the Middle States. In one case 
a solid train of thrifty Dunker farm- 
ers with thé® household goods, live 


stock and implements left ' Northern 
Kansas and were brought out as sec- 


ond section of a passenger train over 


the Union and Southern Pacific roads. 


“The great success of these parties 


in securing these eastern farmers 
may be attributed in part to the fact 
that it is impressed on the eastern 


farmers that they can pursue the 


same line of farming in San Joaquin 
Valley they have always followed in 
the East, and can in addition to that 
raise fruit, alfalfa and other crops, 
while enjoying California climate. 
But to the point, why are not some of 
the large ranches around Los Angeles 
being subdivided and sold off in ten 
and twenty-acre tracts to the farufers 
who are anxious to leave the blizzards 
of the eastern States? 

“Won't some one call Senator 
Clark and his associates’ attention to

All of these lands 
have artesian water and offer equally 
as good, if not better, opportunities 
than those bein® so rapidly sold in 
San Joaquin Valley. 

“It is more than probable that the 
cheap colonist rates from the East 
will again be put in effect during 
September and October, and Southern 
California should endeavor to secure 
at least a portion of the thrifty east- 
ern farmers who will ava!! themselves 
of these rates to secure homes some- 
where in California. 

—“The above is not all theory, as 
the writer saw the piat of one tract 
of over 60,000 acres that has been sub- 
divided into ten anc §twenty-acre 
tracts, of which fully one-fourth has 
been sold to actual settlers in the 
last eighteen months. The . eastern 
farmers have been taught to. think 
there is no farming land in Southern 
California. Will not some of our 
capitalists who have the means take 
hold of this matter and let it be 
known that we have thousands of 
acres suitable for dairy and poultry 
farming that ought to supply our 
markets with home-grown products 
and stop the outflow of thousands of 
dollars that now goes East every year 
for our dairy and poultry supplies?” 

We of Southern California have no 
need to make to ourselves any de- 
lusions. It is not by pretending to 
be what we are not, or to do what 
we cannot, that we have grown and 
prospered. California, south of Te- 


general farming. They say we charge 
for our climate. Well, why not? Is 
it not worth paying for, at least by 
indirection? Ask those who have 
suffered during the past year from the 
awful heat, from cyclones, and tor- 


nadoes, and floods, and blizzards. Ask. 
them whether or not land_in a section. 


where such drawbacks are unknown 
is not worth more than it is worth 
elsewhere. California, as a whole, has 
a magnificent climate, but the section 
south of the Tehachepi has a brand of 
etmosphere that is a little superior 
to anything else in the State—or for 
that matter, in the world. It is the 
cream of the cream. Consequently, 
we may and should expect to receive 
the cream of the immigration to Cal- 
ifornia, and to receive prices for our 
lands in atcordance. 

At the same time, the remarks made 
by this correspondent, in regard to 
the advisability of subdividing some 
of the large ranches in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, are true and pertinent. There 
are still too many of these large tracts 
of land unsettled, and used fherely for 
raising grain or pasturage, when they 
might be made to furnish attractive 
homes for thousands of families. 
Such, for instance, as the big hundred- 
thousand-acre Irvine ranch, in Orange 
county, which stands as a bar to the 
southern extension of that prosper- 
ous section. The main difficulty in 
subdividing these tracts is the lack of 
water for irrigation, without which, 
as we have said, farming in Southern 
California is a gamble. 

It should not be inferred, from the 
above remarks, that Southern Califor- 
nia is no place for a may of moderate 
means, who wishes to make a living 
from the soil. On the contrary, there are 
excellent opportunities in this line for 
industrious men, who are not afraid 
of work, and especially those who 
have families to help. Many people 
make a good income, supporting their 
families in comfort and laying by 
money every year, from the product of 
five acres, or even less, of irrigated 
land, in fruit and berries, with the 
addition of a flock of chickens and a 
cow. Such land cannot, however, be 
purchased at $30 or $50 an acre. It is 
worth at least three times as much, 
because it will pay good interest on 
that amount. In the neighborhood of 
l.os Angeles Chinamen pay as much 


as $30 a year cash rent for vegetable 


land. On the other hand, over $700 
has been taken off a single acre of 
berry land, in one year. : 
We should not object to seeing these 
new settlers going up to Central and 
Northern California. We must not 
be hogs. We cannot expect to monop- 
olize the immigration to the State. It is 
a big State, and has room for several 
million new settlers, between Siskiyou 
and San Diego. Let us rather re- 
joice to see the State settling up with 
a good class of immigrants. We are 
certainly getting our share, and shall 
doubtless continue to do so, if we 
persevere in our intelligent advertis- 
ing of Southern California's peerless 
attractions, by means of newspaper 
and magazine articles, pamphlets, and 


displays at expositions. But, as we. 


have said, let us not misrepresent, or 
pretend-to do things that we cannot 
do.

_A remarkable demonstration of sor- 


‘row for the death of Pope Leo XIII, 


was that at the Cathedral of St. 
Vibiana, yesterday. It will rank as 
one of the greatest of the many no- 
table gatherings of Catholics in the 
diocese of Monterey and Los Angeles.
